WATERING THE LAWN. 


A Ta*k That, as a General Rule, Is Not 
Properly Performed. 
There are probably more mistakes 
made In connection with tho watering 
of the lawn than in any other phuse of 
its management. 
The practice of sprinkling, ns it is al­ 
most universally followed, is funda­ 
mentally wrong not that the sprinkler 
does not furnish enough w ater to the 
grass during the season, but that it 
does not furnish it in properly distrib­ 
uted quantities. 
Sprinkling for a short period may ap 
pear to w«*t tin* sod thoroughly’, but in 
reality the water do«>s not penetrate 
much below the surface. 
This encour­ 
ages tin* formation of surface roots 
and makes the grass less resistant to 
the severe conditions of weather and 
usage. 
Except in rare cases the law n should 
not be watered oftener than two or 
three times a week. A thorough soak 
lug is necessary and should be given in 
tin* late afternoon or early morning. 
The ordinary type of revolving spray 
is quite satisfactory, but tLn* amount of 
water applied by it is usually much 
less than appears. 
The point to be borne in mind is that 
the ground should be thoroughly satu­ 
rated at each application to at least 
three Inches in depth.- Kansas City 
Journal.
